Oil, gas and other re.sources — 
potentially worth billions of dol­ 
lars—are involved. 
The Supreme Court ruled that 
Tex as and Florida are entitled to 
the lands, minerals and other nat­ 
ural resources underly ing the Gulf 
to a distance of three marine 
leagues—about 
1 0 4 miles — from 
their coasts. 
But the court held that the sea­ 
ward boundaries of Alabama, Lou-! 
isiana and Mississippi ex tend only ! 
three geographic miles—about 3.45, 
ordinary land miles—into the Gulf.! 
For the present, at least, the de­ 
cisions hit Louisiana hardest in 
the pocket book.

The tempo ra ry 
disco ura g em ent pro v o ked by the few who dro p­ 
ped their g ua rd a t the first a ng ry o utbursts fro m 
the Buda pest Butcher were mo re tha n o ffset by 
the ra lly o f the v a st ma jo rity o f a llied g o v ern­ 
ments. 
There is firmer so lida rity between the Unit­ 
ed Sta tes. Grea t Brita in. Fra nce. West Germa ny 
and the ma ny sma ller co m po nents o f free wo rld 
defenses tha n ha s been ev ident fo r ma ny mo nths. 
Unrest a .ssuming nea r rio t pro po rtio ns has 
been repo rted in Ea st Germa ny a nd in Russia 
itself.

Berlin Crisis Regarded As Over, Another Is Likely 


Every once in a while, someone b ursts forth with 
the complaint that something awful has happened to 
freedom of speech and the press in this country. The 
complaint Ls printed for all to read. 
In "Look,” I find an article b y Dave Garroway. 
entitled "What Ever Happened to Freedom of Speech'.’” 
Ob viously Garroway Ls free to say that freedom is not 
as free these days as it was of yore. Being in the 
writing b usiness, producing a daily column seven times 
a week and a b roadcast once a week. 1 do not find 
my freedom interfered with b y anyb ody. In a matter 
of 43 years. I have only had three or four columns sup­ 
pressed and mostly it wa.s over some foolishness on 
the part of lawyers who fear the law too much. 
Garroway says; 


. . Under the present Administratio n, the 
White Ho use press secretary has reached a status 
seco nd o nly to the Secretary o f State. Apparently , 
we are happier being spo o n-fed g o o d news than 
we wo uld be if we had to cho o se fo r o urselv es 
fro m amo ng co nflicting independent repo rts co m­ 
ing fro m Pennsy lv ania Av enue.” 


I suggest that Garroway go b ack to the days of 
the favorite newspaperman, as David Lawrence was 
with Woodrow Wilson or Mark Sullivan was with Her­ 
b ert Hoover or Frank Kent wa^ in the Harding and 
Coolidge era and he will find .lim Hagerty’s efforts 
not q uite so ob jectionab le 
.Also, one needs a sense 
of proportion; Why should a President take time off 
to read every pronunciamento when he can have a 
secretary do it? When Theodore Roosevelt was Pre*i* 
dent, his secretary, William Loeb , used to speak in 
his name. 
True, when Roosevelt found what Loeb 
said inconvenient, he sq uirmed out of it with skill; 
his kinsman several times removed. Franklin, did the 
same thing, using the b rillient Stephen T. Early for 
the purpose. 
.Also, newspapers today do crusading, often using 
columnists for that purpose. Drew Pearson crusades 
for some thing.s and Westb rook Pegler has crusaded 
for others. .As for Lincoln Steffens, whom I knew, he 
never fought harder for what he b elieved to b e right 
than Westb rook Pegler nor did Steffens take such a 
b eating as Pegler has. 
Heyw'ood Broun who grew more Lettish as he 
reduced his drinking was a great fighter for the causes 
in which he b elieved—causes which I think to have 
b een all wrong, as I have b een free to say these many 
years. 
Garroway says: 
“ Even if you read five papers a day 'and I do>. 
it is difficult to get different points of view on the same 
sub ject . . .” 
This is literally untrue. Not only will a reader get 
many varieties of view if he reads, let us say. five 
.New York newspapers, b ut he will get different views 
in a single newspaper. For instance, in the “Journal- 
American,” where William Randolph Hearst, Jr., is 
supposed to b e a b oss, I differ completely from his 
view of co-existence with Soviet Russia: Bob Con- 
sidine and I differ somewhat on Cub a where I would 
like to send Marines; on the “Herald Trib une.” the 
.Alsops take many positions which are different from 
those of Walter Lippmann and Marguerite Higgins. 
Surely, no one would expect Arthur Krock or C. L. 
Sulzb urger on the “Times,” to hold the same views 
as James Wechsler or Max Lerner of the “Post.” 
The po int need no t be further belabo red. Our 
press has many weaknesses, particularly because 
o f the pressures o f co sts, but I do no t find sup­ 
pressio n o f po int o f v iew—pro v ided o ne has so me­ 
thing to say and say s it readily . 
Telev isio n is so mething else. It is a field that 
I do no t kno w to o well, but I no te that co nserv a­ 
tiv es hav e a difficult time with it. Fulto n Lewis, 
Jr.. the best o f the co nserv ativ es o n radio , is 
no t 
called fo r telev isio n. 1 hav e o nly been asked to 
serv e o n telev isio n when a co nserv ativ e is needed 
desperately to g iv e the appearance o f equal 
representatio n. 
Garroway’s piece reminds me of the conversation 
b etween a Russian and an .American journalist. The 
American claimed that he was free to say anything 
he wanted to say. Challenged b y the Russian, the 
American sheeted: 
“Truman is a so and so ” The 
Russian said; 
“That is no sign of freedom. That is 
nothing. I can do the same 
I can say, ‘Truman is 
a » 0 and so.’ ” Freedom. Indeed!

Foster Dulles’ policy of standing 
firm in defen.se of the islands 
achieved its b rilliant success. 
But this was b y no means clear 
at the time. One of the ab lest 
American analysts warned that 
the cea.sefire was a mere man­ 
euver, which would worsen the 
position at Quemoy. The waves 
of emotion stirred up b y the op­ 
ponents of the Dulles policy con­ 
tinued to toss and rage for weeks 
after the policy’s success. It was 
not generally accepted that the 
Dulles policy had succeeded, at 
least for that round, until many 
weeks after the Quemoy crisis 
had really ended. 
These odd facts are well worth 
recalling now, b ecause the view 
is gaining ground that something 
very like what happened at Que­ 
moy in 1938 has now happened 
at Berlin in 1960. As one man put 
it here: “ It really b egins to look 
as though the Berlin crisis was 
really just a larger, longer, more 
important, more alarming vers­ 
ion of the Quemoy crisis, with 
oratory sub stituted for artillery." 
If this view is correct, the es­ 
sence of b oth crises was an ini­ 
tial miscalculation of the risks in 
the Kremlin. .A previous report 
in this space has shown the dif­ 
ferent calculations of risks b y the 
leaders of the West. In reality, of 
course, since the West is always 
on the defensive in the cold war, 
the Kremlin’s calculations of risk 
are much more important than 
the Western calculations. 
In the case of the Quemoy 
crisis, the nature and even the 
moment of the miscalculation 
can b e easily pinned down. The 
final decision to have a go at the 
offshore islands 
was certainly 
taken ab out a month in advance 
at a meeting b etween Khrush­ 
chev and Mao tse-Tung and their 
respective ministers of defense. 
Eq ually certainty, the decision 
was b ased on two false assump-

tions: first, that the Nationalist 
garrisons on the little islands 
would q uickly give up under fire;

The West was not ready to give 
way at Berlin. Despite all the ef­ 
forts to convey the contrary im­ 
pression. the Kremlin was not 
ready to fight for what Khrush­ 
chev had demanded. There can 
b e no doub t ab out this latter 
point, b ecause if the Kremlin 
had b een ready to run greater 
risk.s, Khrushchev would certain­ 
ly have made a very different 
sort of speech when he went to 
Berlin after the explosion at the 
summit. 
For the time b eing, therefore, 
it is reasonab le to regard the 
Berlin crisis as over, although it 
is b y no means unreasonab le to 
prepare for a new Quemoy crisis 
replacing the Berlin crisis. 
The West’s troub les are not 
over, one can b e sure. But the 
parallel b etween these two re­ 
cent crisis shows one can also b e 
sure of something else. One can 
b e sure, in fact, that there will 
b e far fewer troub les for the 
West, if Western defense efforl.s 
are .seriously designed to prevent 
the Kremlin from making any 
miscalculation of risks in the 
future.

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More Trouble For 
The Kremlin? 


Free world defenses are now stronger than 
ever. Members of the free family of nations can 
be thankful the weak links were pinpointed in 
time to replace or bolster them. The temporary 
discouragement provoked by the few who drop­ 
ped their guard at the first angry outbursts from 
the Budapest Butcher were more than offset by 
the rally of the vast majority of allied govern­ 
ments. 
There is firmer solidarity between the Unit­ 
ed States, Great Britain, France, West Germany 
and the many smaller components of free world 
defenses than has been evident for many months. 
Unrest assuming near riot proportions has 
been reported in East Germany and in Russia 
itself. 
Another sore spot to Kremlin pride is 
rapidly developing in Indonesia, which only 
recently was won to its side by the dictatorial 
regime of President Sukarno. In March Sukarno 
ousted the elected parliament and replaced it 
with one chosen by himself. The previous body 
was vociferously anti-Communist. a circumstance 
apparently distasteful to the archipelago leader. 
Of the 261 members appointed by Sukarno to 
fill the seized assembly, almost one-fourth were 
members of the Communist Party. 
Parliament and the Presidents cabinet — 
also hand-picked—-are coming under increasing­ 
ly heavy fire from the Indonesian public both 
for their leftward slant and for the dictatorial 
nature of the present government. 
An anti* 
Communist organization, the Democratic League, 
was formed shortly after the President assumed 
control over parliament and has been making 
inroads in popular support. Even the army, which 
is charged with enforcing non-political regula­ 
tions in the island group, has carefully avoided 
any contact with the league. 
Without army support in suppressing the 
movement. President Sukarno will soon face the 
alternatives of retracing his steps toward totali­ 
tarianism or surrendering his post to a govern­ 
ment less dogmatic. 
In either case, the West 
will have won a round for the cause of freedom.

Freedom O f Speech 


Every once in a while, .someone bursts forth with 
the complaint that something awful has happened to 
freedom of speech and the press in this country. The 
complaint Ls printed for all to read. 
in “Look.** I find an article by Dave Garroway, 
entitled “What Ever Happened to Freedom of Speech"’” 
Obviously Garroway is free to say that freedom is not 
as free these days as it was of yore. 
Being in the 
writing business, producing a daily column seven times 
a week and a broadcast once a week. I do not find 
my freedom interfered with by anybody 
In a m atter 
of 43 years. I have only had three or four columns sup­ 
pressed and mostly it was over some foolishness on 
the part of lawyers who fear the law too much. 
Garroway says: 


". . . Under the present Administration, the 
White House press secretary has reached a status 
second only to the Secretary of State. Apparently, 
we are happier being spoon-fed good news than 
we would be if we had to choose for ourselves 
from among conflicting independent reports com­ 
ing from Pennsylvania Avenue.” 


I suggest that Garroway go back to the days of 
the favorite newspaperman, as David Lawrence was 
with Woodrow Wilson or Mark Sullivan was with Her­ 
bert Hoover or Frank Kent wa.* in the Harding and 
Coolidge era and he will find Jim H agertys efforts 
not quite so objectionable 
Also, one needs a sense 
of proportion 
Why should a President take time off 
to read every pronunciamento when he can have a 
secretary do it? When Theodore Roosevelt was Pre.*!- 
dent, his secretary. William Loeb, used to speak in 
his name 
True, when Roosevelt found what Loeb 
said inconvenient, he squirmed out of it with skill; 
his kinsman several times removed. Franklin, did the 
same thing, using the brillient Stephen T. Early for 
the purpose. 
.Also. newspapers today do crusading, often using 
columnists for that purpose. 
Drew Pearson crusades 
for some things and Westbrook Pegler has crusaded 
for others. As for Lincoln Steffens, whom I knew, he 
never fought harder for what he believed to be right 
than Westbrook Pegler nor did Steffens take such a 
beating as Pegler has. 
Heywood Broun who grew1 more Leftish as he 
reduced his drinking was a great fighter for the causes 
in which he believed—causes which I think to have 
been all wrong as I have been free to say these many 
years. 
Garroway says: 
“ Even if you read five papers a day (and I do*, 
it ls difficult to get different points of view on the sam e 
subject . . 
This ls literally untrue 
Not only will a reader get 
many varieties of view if he reads, let us say. five 
New York newspapers, but he will get different views 
in a single newspaper. For instance, in the “Journal- 
American,” where William Randolph Hearst. Jr., is 
supposed to be a boss, I differ completely from his 
view of co-existence with Soviet Russia: 
Bob Con­ 
sum e and I differ somewhat on Cuba where I would 
like to send Marines; on the ‘ Herald Tribune ” the 
Alsops take many positions which are different from 
those of Walter Lippmann and M arguerite Higgins. 
Surely, no one would expect Arthur Krock or C. L. 
Sulzburger on the “Tim es,’* to hold the sam e views 
as Jam es Wechsler or Max Lerner of the “ Post.’* 
The point need not he further belabored. Our 
press has many weaknesses, particularly because 
of the pressures of costs, but I do not find sup­ 
pression of point of view—provided one has some­ 
thing to say and says it readily. 
Television is something else. It is a field that 
I do not know too well. hut I note that conserva­ 
tives have a difficult time with it. Fulton Lewis, 
Jr.. the best of the conservatives on radio, is not 
called for television. I have only been asked to 
serve on television when a conservative is needed 
desperately 
to give 
the 
appearance 
of 
equal 
representation. 
Garroway "s piece reminds me of the conversation 
between a Russian and an American journalist 
The 
American claimed that he was free to say anything 
he wanted to say 
Challenged by the Russian, the 
American shouted: 
“Truman is a so and so ” The 
Russian said; 
“That is no sign of freedom. That is 
nothing 
I can do the sam e 
I can say, ‘Trum an is 
a so and so.’ ” Freedom, Indeed!

Berlin Crisis Regarded As Over, Another Is Likely 


LONDON 
Who recalls the curious climax 
of the Quemoy crisis in the sum ­ 
mer of 1958? 
A suddenly an­ 
nounced C h i n e s e Communist 
ceasefire 
ended 
the 
artillery 
blockade of Form osa's little off­ 
shore islands. At that moment, it 
is 
now 
clear, 
the 
late 
John 
Foster Dulles’ policy of standing 
firm in defense of the Islands 
achieved its brilliant success. 
But this was by no means clear 
at the time. One of the ablest 
American analysts warned that 
the ceasefire was a m ere m an­ 
euver, which would worsen the 
position at Quemoy. The waves 
of emotion stirred up by the op­ 
ponents of the Dulles policy con­ 
tinued to toss and rage for weeks 
after the policy's success. It was 
not generally accepted that the 
Dulles policy had .succeeded, at 
least for that round, until many 
weeks after the Quemoy crusts 
had really ended. 
These odd facts are well worth 
recalling now. because the view 
is gaining ground that something 
very like what happened at Que­ 
moy in 1958 has now happened 
at Berlin in I960. As one man put 
it here: “ It really begins to look 
as though the Berlin crisis was 
really just a larger, longer, more 
important, more alarming vers­ 
ion of the Quemoy crisis, with 
oratory substituted for artillery.” 
lf this view is correct, the es­ 
sence of both crises was an ini­ 
tial miscalculation of the risks in 
the Kremlin. A previous report 
in this space has shown the dif­ 
ferent calculations of risks by the 
leaders of the West. In reality, of 
course, since the West is always 
on the defensive in the cold war, 
the Kremlin's calculations of risk 
are much more important than 
the Western calculations. 
In the case of the Quemoy 
crisis, the nature and even the 
moment 
of 
the 
miscalculation 
can be easily pinned down. The 
final decision to have a go at the 
offshore 
Islands 
was 
certainly 
taken about a month in advance 
at a meeting between Khrush­ 
chev and Mao tse-Tung and their 
respective m inisters of defense. 
Equally certainty, the decision 
was based on two false assump-

tions: first, that the NationaUst 
garrisons on 
the little islands 
would quickly give up under fire; 
and 
second, 
that

States would urge evacuation of

earlier

stead. the garrisons were stout 
and determined, and so was Sec­ 
retary Dulles.
